Wayne B. Wheeler of the Anti-Sa- 
loon league may mean a change in 
the prohibition situation — not im- 
mediately, but in the long run. 


Only those who knew the ski'l with 


which Mr. Wheeler directed the strat- 
egy of the Anti-Saloon league can ap- 
preciate what his departure may 
mean. He was the most uncomprom- 
ising foe of modification the coun- 
try has had and he understood bet- 
ter even than some of his colleagues 
that to yield an inch might mean the 
collapse of the prohibition case. 


Mr. Wheeler's private talks on pro- 


hibition did not differ from his pub- 
licly expressed views. Time and again 
when the writer discussed with him 
the headway being made by those 
•who were as vehemently opposed to 
the saloon as he was, but who favor- 
ed 
temperance. 
the 
anti-Saloon 


League leader would 
concede that 


many thoughtful' persons probably 
would lean that way and that whil" 
he might see some merit in their 
position, he could not for a moment 
allow the modification movement to 
gain any strength. He was of

the window dressing for the same In- 
terests that controlled 
liquor 
in

• HOPED TO CONQUER 


Jtr. Wheeler's attitude toward the 


bootleg traffic, of course, was one of 
regret that the authorities were not 
able to cope with' it more effectively, 
but he felt that ultimately- it would 
be conquered. 
He used to' say that 


the-neglect by the states of prohibi- 
tion enforcement was the biggest sin- 
gle disappointment in connection with 
the government. While he and others 
struggled for federal control, they did 
not believe it would mean any lessen- 
ing of the exercise of police powers 
by the states. While what New Tork 
state \did was therefore regarded as 
unforunate, it did not cause Mr. 
Wheeler half the pain that the dry 
states did. for the latter were suppos- 
ed to have been thoroughly persuaded 
to the prohibition cause. 


Will the death of Mr. Wheeler af- 


fect the dry cause? Another leader 
will be chosen, to be sure, who will 
endeavor to carry out the . Wheeler 
policies. But Mr. Wheeler carried in 
his head so many details of the whole 
prohibition movement that it will not 
be easy to replace him.. It is on the 
strategy side that Mr. Wheeler will 
be missed and it is not too early to 
predict'that the dry cause will suffer 
greatly unless it clings 
tenaciously 


to the Wheeler theory, which 
was 


never to compromise an inch. 


FEARED COMPROMISE 


Mr. WTheeler knew perfectly 
well 


that in any compromise the other side 
would get the upper hand. Once the 
Volstead act is modified so as to al- 
low by law the distribution of liquors 
of relatively small percentage of a.1 
coholic1 content. Mr. Wheeler was con 
vinced that -a system of distribution 
for hard liquors would be effectively 
set up which would make the eigh- 
teenth amendment and the Volstead 
act a dead letter. His idea was that 
one-half of 1 per cent might not be 
intoxicating but it was a safe line to 
draw and that any modification up- 
ward would mean disintegration of 
the dry forces. H is a large question 
whether this now will be the result, 
for-Mr. Wheeler knew how to crack 
the whip over congress am1 state leg 
islators. 
The wets have in the last three 


years developed effective organiza 
tions and they were giving 
Mr 


Wheeler a real battle in many states 
when h« died. Generally speaking 
the dry movement has lost not onl> 
its leaders, but perhaps much of its 
defensive strength and the passing of 
•Wayne B. Wheeler may yet prove a 
turning point in the battle against 
extreme drys.

The stolen car in which he escaped 


was found in a garage used by Dr. T. 
F. Kennedy. In it were the canvas 
mask that covered his face when he 
robbed the ,bank and two teeth that 
are thought to have been knocked out 
)>• the gun fire of south side .residents. 
The mask was bloody. The car was 
well peppered 
with 
shot holes, 
its 


spare tire being 
practically riddled. 


The bandit had shopped to insert a 
wooden plug in a hole shot in the gas 
tank. 


Dr. Walton H. Sheldon spoke with 


the bandit when he pulled the car. its 
brakes burning into the Kennedy gar- 
age. 
At that time Dr. Sheldon had 


not heard of the robbery. The robber- 
told him he was leaving the car be- 
cause he wanted to get help jn fixing 
the brakes. He kept his head bowed 
looking at a road map: his cap was 
pulled well down over his face so that 
the doctor did not notice his face.

He-left the car as soon as Dr. Shel-

Even in the mud of a small 
brook stream where he saw the bits 
of leaves and trees which were mak- 
ing a 100 per cent sacrifice to mdke 
the mud fruitful!. He saw God's hand

"Second he had a great clean min<3. 


I never heard him utter a single un- 
clean word or voice a single unclean 
thought although. I associated with 
him probably more than any other 
man.

AN EARLY OBITUARY 


Isn't it a little early to begin

as much as a,house fly, the house fly as 
a species has. in Mr. Gark's humble 
opinion. 3.700,000 times as much chance 
as a man of surviving. He has less trouble 
finding food for his diminutive person. 
Just as the mammals have ceased to 
dominate the earth and given way before 
man, that gentleman in turn may have to 
give way—says Mr. Clark—to the insect, 
now his chief competitor. As man im- 


- proves transportation he also gives a 
chance for insects—corn borers, for in- 
stance—to get from place to place. The 
more he plants huge areas with a single 
crop, the more he improves and special- 
izes agriculture, the better chance he 
Cleaves the insect to get the upper hand of 
him.

For answer man may either fall back 


upon religious assurance of his everlast- 
ing dominance or call attention to the fact 
that man is the only being able to reason 
out his own salvation and adjust himself 
by immediate mental decisions to chang- 
ing conditions. 
Mr. Clark denies this, 


claiming the ant is a marvelous farmer, 
citing the elaborate chemical changes af- 
fected by wasps and bees in manufactur- 
ing their homes, noting the traps set by 
ant-lions and spiders, calling our attention 
to the elaborate governments and social 
systems of the termites and the ants, bees 
and wasps, and declaring that far from 
being unreasoning creatures many insects 
can change both their form and habits 
when facing new conditions. 


It is disquieting to think that a descen- 


dant of the fly we swat today may have 
the last laugh on us, after all, starving our 
descendants and taking over their land 
titles. Will Mr. Ciark pardon us. who are 
about to die and give way to the iadybug 
and gnat, if we term his statement specu- 
lative applesauce, but pretty good public- 
ity for the fascinating study of '.'ioiogy?

mollycoddles do I enjoy discomfort. Nor do I endure 
discomfort better than the average duck accustom- 
ed to a soft environment. So if you please, the 
leaching!, I offer in relation to dampness are not 
:incturcd by any personal peculiarities. I am teach- 
ing only the undeniable truth.^ 


In the first place, let's get our feet wet. Let's

•ill wet through. Then let's suppose that when we 
reach home there's a dandy dinner waiting1, with 
shrimp cocktail on the nigh side and lemon pie— 
the kind m. u. t. m.—on the off side, and really not 
ime to go and change the wet shoes and stockings. 
•Vny harm in sitting right in on that dinner with 
our feet all wet? Shucks, no. not if I know the 
•udimcnts of hygiene. But lots of old fogy doctors

;ind of hygiene. Then suppose a fellow feels kinda 
dull and logy after the pie and all. and suppose 
here's a comfortable chair waiting: for him and 
maybe a book or a paper or a friend or a pipe- 
suppose he just feels like sitting: around in the wet 
shoes and stockings all evening. AVhy shouldn't he. 
f grandma doesn't rule the. establishment? If he 
'inds the wet footwear comfortable enough, why 
listurb him with threats of rheumatism or brain 
'ever.? I can conjure up no possible reason or ex- 
cuse for spoiling- the poor fellow's comfort, and I 
;no\v hygiene just as well as;any old doctor dies.

Oh. well, let that pass. Next we'll have a flood 


•md the cellar all full of water. Perhaps 'the drain 
s not very well planned and the cellar remains 
vet or damp all season. Any harm i.i that? Well, 
maybe, for perishable food kept in the basement, or 
for tilings subject to rust or mold. But it is abso- 
utely harmless to the health of any individual liv- 
ng in a basement or in the building- above. A 'pool 
of water in a neglected or abandoned cellar may 
>rovide a breeding place for mosquitoes, and if the 
right kind of mosquitoes breed there somebody may 
get malaria. 
Perhaps this association of malaria 


vith "damp" places is accountable for the fallacy 
hat there is danger to the health of inmates of a 
house with a damp cellar. But no malaria can hap- 
pen if the water is screened against mosquitoes or 
he surface covered with a thin film of oil. 


Daily I receive inquiries from readers who seek 


a climate where there is less "dampness" than the 
lome climate seems to have. It's funny, but some- 
imes a reader residing in one part of the^ country 
considers his home climate too damp andvcontem- 
plates moving to a far away climate where it doesn't 
seem so damp, while another' residing in the far 
away place finds the dampness hard on,his rheu- 
matism or bronchial trouble and wonders if the re- 
gion from which the first reader seeks to remove 
vouldn't be a drier and more salutary climate. 
Sometimes an invalid may gain an advantage by 
removing to a place where the climate is drier or 
moister than home climate, but disappointment is 
he usual result of such moves made without wise 
medical advice. No one can say that this or that 
climate or place if advisable for victims of this or 
hat disease. Only the patient's individual physi- 
ian can form even a tentati\-c opinion about the 


advisability of a change of climate.

A FINE NOVEL WITH A POOR 


TITLE 


It is hard to see how Edna Bryner 


could have hit on a poorer title than 
"Andy Brandt's Ark" fo her very fine 
novel by that name. As a. title it is 
almost as bad as "Uncle Tom's Cab- 
in." 
The novel itself I cheerfully re- 


commend to anyone who likes fiction 
of real distinction. It is extraordinar- 
ily good, one of the year's outstand- 
ing v.-or.ks of 
fiction published in 


America. 


The title, in my opinion.v is poor De- 


cause it is lacking 
in 
simplicity— 


which, by the way, is also the one 


utstandlng defeat of the styie of Ed- 
na Bryner. She sometimes obscures in 


haze of words material that would 


greatly gain in emphasis and drama 
f she cou!d tell her facts simply, 
without conscious attempt-to be em- 
phatic and dramatic. The word "Ark" 
of the title is an allusion to Noah's 
ark. Any Brandt takes her family 
and all their troubles and tribulations 
on her shoulders and tries to float 
hem, much in the manner in which 
Xoah Is supposed to have taken all 
iving creatures into his famous boat. 
But the allusion is labored and lack- 
ng in that 
instant and inevitable 


sense of fitness that marks the good 
itle. 


But in spite of title and In spite 


of the frequent straining after ef- 
fect, the book stands out from among 
he novels of the season. It is almost 
as if it is good in spite of its au- 
thor's attempt to make it merely ef- 
'ective. That it grips and holds and 
forces the reader Into admiration fs 
all the greater triumph because it is 
achieved in spite of a lack of that 
s very frequently the accompaniment 
of greatness. 


Edna Bryncr obviously tries for or- 


iginality in her style but if that were 
the only originality she had, it would 
not amount to much. But her mat- 
ter and ideas are original and tri- 
umph over everything she does to 
obscure them. 


Andy Brandt has always taken her 


mother at the latter's own valuation. 
She thinks she loves her mother and 
she worships her sentimentally. She 
has broken from home 
and 
hewed 


out a life of her own. feeling all the 
time she hates her father and that 
he has ruined her mother's life and 
the lives of all his children. Then af- 
ter 15 years she goes back from New 
York to the west to sec the members 
of her fami^v one after another and 
to take their troubles upon her shoul 
ders.

Mich., 
said in an address on Overmatching 
Faith in Jesus Christ Against Every- 
thing Else in the World atHhc Thurs 
day afternoon session of the Wiscon 
sin conference of the Methodist Epis. 
copal church at the First Methodist 
church here. 


"Buddha saw life as 
discouraging 


and so would anyone who didn't have 
faith 
well grounded." the 
speaker 


maintained. When faith is put square- 
ly against the troubling things of the 
world, there acn be no discourage- 
ment, he contended. 


Life broke Buddha's heart, so he de- 


vised the philosophy of annihilation as 
the best solution he could think of. He 
hid his face from 
poverty, 
sickness 


and death because he could think of 
nothing to do for them. "Contrast the 
conception of Jesus Christ with that 
of Buddha. Christ does not hide his 
face from trouble and death. Jesus 
Christ said. 'Come unto Me.' The hun- 
gry were fed, the sick made to walk, 
and the dead to rise up." 


FOUGHT SIX 


Sin has broken the heart 
of 
the 


world and has caused all of the trou- 
ble in the world, he said. But if wo 
have the faith of Christ "we can say. 
there's sin, but I see Jesus." Christ 
did not stand back of the sin in the 
world but 
stood against 
it. And 


"Jesus Christ against the sin of. the 
world is the most attractive thing in 
the world." Dr. Rice declared. 


He suggested that one could match 


Jesus against "war, the great, hide- 
ous, blood red war that comes tramu 
ling over the world." There may bu 
all the nations, the statesmen an-! 
the people against war, but the salva- 
tion of the world against var lies 
with Jesus Christ, 
he 
maintained. 


Death 
is not enough 
preached 


about, in Dr. Rice' opinion. "People 
say to talk about life. But Christian 
fo,lks should stand up and look death 
in the face." Death comes in such 
strange ways, preachers meet it in 
so many types, he said. It is a thing 
for preachers to talk and think 
about. 


"Sometimes we are confused about 


the greatness of life. It is not what 
fife has done but what life is that 
matters. Death as a great general 
fact isn't much, but personal death 
can change all aspects for us. Death 
takes a patient seat outside when 
it is resisted saying 'I'll just wait,' It 
is patient 
in its 
confidence. 
'Yea 


though I walk through the valley.of 
the shadow of death I shall fear no 
evil for thou art with me," Death but 
Jesus Christ against it." 


Dr. Rice spoke of an article he hat 


read at one .time in which it told o: 
the impressions people receive whei 
the names of great men are heard. "I 
think in terms of great men, for in- 
stance say 'Rubens' and I see the 
great artist and visualize all that ar 
means to me." He similarly described 
the pictures of sculpture 
brought by 


the name of Angelo, of architecture b> 
Christopher Wren, of literary things 
by Shakespeare, and military things 
by Caesar. 


"But some day Jesus Christ will be 


a composite of all of 
life when we 


speak of life in every conception the 
answer will be Jesus Christ.' 


"I see life when I see Jesus Christ.'
